THE ARMY. 
THE EFFORT AT REDUCTION DEFEATED. 

Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinotoy, D. C., Feb. 4.—The House 
was occupied in the consideration of the Army 
bill, upon which little progress was made. 
There was a very animated debate of two hours 
on the proposition to reduce the army to 15,000 
men, as the result of which the Democrats, who 
brate of imperialism, were badly punished. 
Representative Townshend, of Illinois, preached 
an earnest sermon on the danger of standing 
armies to the Republic, and drew a picture of 
the advent of imperialism as a result of them. 

Townsend, of New York, in his usual humor- 
ous vien, thought there could be no danger to 
the Republic so long as Townshend with an h 
lives to play the part of Brutus. 

The Republicans in a solid body, aided by the 
Democrats who represent the frontier States, 
and some others, carried the day, and have put 
an end for this session to any further effort to 
reduce the army. The sentence of Gen. Grant’s 
letter, however, that The army has no peace 
except in war, was well illustrated by the day’s 
proceedings. 

THERE WAS ONE AMENDMENT 
incorporated in the Army bill in the House this 
afternoon which, if not stricken out in the Sen- 
ate, will make a most important new departure 
in the telegraph business of the country. The 
amendment id in these words: And tele- 
grams are authorized to be transmitted by rail- 
road companies which may have telegraph lines 
for the Goversment and for the general public 
at rates to be fixed by the Government, accord- 
ing to the provisions of Title 65 of the Revised 
Statutes.“ This provision in the briefest possi- 
ble form is in substance the Telegraph bill of 
Senator Jones, of Florida, now pending in the 
Senate. Title 65 of the Revised Statutes 
relating to the telegraphs contains among other 
things the law of July, 1866, which really gives 
all telegraph companies power to puta line of 
telegraph over any portien of the public domain 
and 

ALONG ALL POST AND MILITARY ROADS, 

At the time of the passage of this act it was not 
believed that the law couldinterfere with any 
existing monopolies, and was not materially 
opposed, but now that the United States Su- 
preme Court, in a case coming up from Florida 
in a contest between a monopolied telegraph 
company and a new line, has decided that the 
law is constitutional, and that any 
railroad company or telegraph company has 
the right to transact public business, the law 
bas received new importance. It was to give 
effect to this decision of the United States 
Court construing that statute that the Jones 
bill was introduced. Telegraph companies until 
recently have paid little attention to it, but 
within two weeks representatives of railroads 
on the one side have appeared bere urging the 
passage of the Jones bill, while representatives 
of the telegraph companies on the other have 
APPEARED TO OPPOSE IT. 
The plan to, defeat the bill in the Senate 
has been to move its recommittal to 
the Committee which reported it on the 
ground that it was not thoroughly 
understood when reported, and that 
it involves too great an interest to be voted on 
without further investigation. That motion is 
now pending. Senator Jones will oppose it on 
the ground that it is 

AN EFFORT TO KILL THE BILL, 
but the action of the House to-day makes it 
certain that the subject will be brought directly 
before the Senate even it the Jones bill should 
be recommit ted to the Committee. The amend- 
ment was adopted in the House without any 
material opposition, although any considerable 
resistance must have defeated it, as it was 
new legislation. ‘The temporary opposition 
was withdrawo when it was stated that 
the only purpose of the amendment 
was to make telegraphing cheaper, and 
to make lines which run aloug side by side on 
the same railroad competing lines. The amend- 
ment was adopted in Committee of the Whole, 
and has yet to be voted on in the House when 
the bill is reported back, but the indieations 
are that it is very sure to pass the House. The 
contest over. it will then come up in the Senate, 
and,if rejected there,subsequently in eonference 
committees. This amendment, with the exist- 
ing law of 1866 as construed by the Supreme 
Court, really gives to the railroads owning 
telegraph lines practically all the advantages 
which they could derive from the passage of 
the Jones bill. It is evident that the telegraph 
companies will realize the situation quick 
enough to make an earnest contest in the 
Senate. No more debate is probable in the

A DULL HARANGUB.

If it were proper lor this 
Senate to declare the validity of these amend- 
ments, then another party in power could bring 
ina resolution declaring their invalidity. ‘lo 
such doctrine he could never consent. Armies 
arranged to overthrow the Government by force 
were not balf so dangerous as this subtle at- 
tempt to place a false construction upon the 
Constitution. It was the design tobring within 
the control of Congress the civil righis of the 
citizen which had always been intrusted to the 
States. It was a most dangerous centralization 
of power to give to the Federal Government 
that unlimited sway over the rights of 
citizens which had been left wholly to 
the State Governments. It was against every 
step in that direciion that be pow protested. He 
referred to the cases to be tried in the Supreme 
Court of the United States testing the validity 
of the Civil-Rights law, and said these cases 
could not be tried too soon. If the power 
claimed in that bill did exist, then the political 
party, whichever it be, that got possession of 
the Government, had an almost limitless and 
almost crushing power to sustain itself forever.

SOUTH CAROLINA. 
MACKEY BEFORE THE TEL!.ER COMMITTES.

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 4.—The details 
of the South Carolina election frauds have been 
so thoroughly described that very little which 
the Teller Committee can bring out will have 
any especial interest for the public,except in the 
way of confirmation. At the session of the 
Committee to-day, Mr, E. W. M. Mackey, the 
defeated Republican candidate for Congress in 
the Charleston District, was on the stand for 
more than three hours, and repeated substan- 
tially the story of the various frauds as they 
have been published. The most important 
feature of the occurrence lay in the fact that 
Mr. Mackey was notonly one of the chief suf- 
ferers by reason of the frauds, but 
that he dad been one of the most ac- 
tive instrumentalities in bringing them 
to ight, and had therefore come 
in for a greater share of abuse and denunciation 
from the Democracy than perhave any other 
person in the State. He told the story 
of the canvass with great circumsetantial- 
ity, and apparently courted the most thorough 
cross-examination. He exploded the generally- 
accepted opinion that Wade Hampton is so gen- 
erally popular as to command the support even 
of Republicans,—an opinion which has been 
quoted as a reason why no State ticket was put 
in nomination in opposition to him last Novem-

They have eliminated 
the most obnoxious provisions, and toned 
others down so as to deprive the bill in great 
part of its offensive character. The bill as 
amended limits the disciplinary power of 
the Reichstag over its members to their con- 
duct as members; that is, while exercising 
the privileges or discharging the functions 
of members. A milder punishment has been 
interpolated in the shape of a first warning, 
which isin every case to precede official 
repremand. The clauses making members 
amenable hefore a criminal court for a mis- 
demeanor committed in the discharge of 
their office, and empowering the House to 
deprive them of eligibility to future Parlia- 
ments, are altogether stricken out. Notwith- 
standing these alterations, which makes the 
bill harmless enough, the feeling among 
members continues opposed to the measure. 
They consider that a measure curtailing 
their privileges should emanate from them- 
selves, and not originate with the Govern- 
ment.

FOREIGN GRAIN-TRADE, 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Lonvon, Feb. 4.—The Mark Lane Express 
says the deliveries of English wheat during 
the past fortnight were fully an average of 
the past ten years. The recent deliveries of 
barley have been equal to a full average for 
the season, but considerably less than the 
quantities sold a year ago. The price of bar- 
ley was a good deal higher then than now, but 
it was chiefly owing to its superiority. Fine 
barley of good color is exceptionally scarce 
this year, and large sales of poor stuff se- 
riously depress the average. For the best 
lots of malting barley the price obtainable 
now is even higher than the rates current a 
year ago. ; 

Oats inethe country are cheaper than a 
any time since 1870. Imported oats have 
never been so cheap as to-day. 

Of Russian and Indian wheat there 
is only a small quantity afloat at present. 
The rigorous weather experienced in En- 
gland appears to have been felt throughout 
Europe. The Baltic Sea and Danish Sound 
are blocked with ice. The temperature is 
very low throughout Sweden, Russia, Ger- 
many, and the Netherlands. In France the 
fall of snow has been heavier than in England, 
while even the Mediterranean coast has been 
invaded by cold. The Danube is frozen, and 
the Harbor of Galatz closed to navigation, 
while along the Black-Sea coasts the ice is 
gathered in a formidable quantity. The Har- 
bor of Odessa is closed. 

The American visible supply keeps very 
large. Of wheat, 2,450,000 quarters are 
stored at the principal grain centres. The 
quantities both of wheat and maize are 
nearly double the quantities in granary a 


year ago.

SENTIMENTS OF THE NATIVES OF INDIA TO- 
WARDS THB BRITISH AFGHANS AND RUs- 
SIANS. 

Special Dispatch to London Times. 
CaLcutTra, Jan. 19.—It has during the recent 
ontroversy on the Afghan policy been occasivn- 
ally asserted that the action of the Government 
is viewed by natives with suspicion and dislike. 

I venture to think that such is far from being 

the case. The Bengali papers, it is true, have 

for the most part taken the side of the Opvosi- 
tion, and advocated their views in language 


which sometimes verges on disloyalty; but the | 


tone of the great majority of the vernacular 
press is eminently loyal and sympathetic,—a 
character especially marked in the press of 
Upper India. During the present dearth of ex- 
citing war news, a few quotations selected at 
random from some of those journals may be 
read with interest. The Cad Akbar, a Hin- 
dustani paper, pablished at Lucknow, says: 

The Government is very carefully watching the 
conduct of the natives On the present occasion. We 
hope that no class of the community will fail to 
give proof of then loyuity, and that the whole 
native population will pass the ordeal unscathed. 
Only Chiefs and Princes can assist toe Government 
with troups, but we can sugyest an easy and sim- 
ple way in which all ciasses can have the honor of 
renderiny aid to the Government. They shoald 
contribute subecriptions forthe relief of soldiers. 
In the late Russo- Turkish War the English people 
contributed Jakhs of rupees for the rehef of the 
Turks, and even her Majesty prepared with her 
own hands a num er of bandages for the wounded. 
It is the paramount duty of our countrymen to ex- 
hioit their sympathy with British and native so}- 
diers in tne present war. Even the Envlisn ladies 
and native women of Simia can teach tnem good 
lessons in this matter. They have jointly estub- 
lished a factory at Simla for preparing different 
kinds of articies Which may be of use to soldiers 
On the frontier. 

The same paper in a later issue gives an ac- 
count of a meeting of the Lucknow Reform 
Club, and states tha a committee was apooiut- 
ed to collect subscriptions on befali of the sol- 


die rs. 

The Vitra Flas, published in Hindi at Lahore, 
makes the following remarks on the occupation 
of Jellalabad:

RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 
Specint Dispatch to the London Times, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 21.—In spite of the 
delays and repeated disappointments regarding 
the conclusion of the Russo-Turkish Conven- 
tion, no doubt is entertained in Constantinople 
about the final success of the negotiations, 
which have now lasted, with little interruption, 
for three weeks. Although, now that the Rus- 
sians have failed to insist on the acceptance of 
the second point of the Convention in a form 
which would have given them a privileged posi- 
tion in controlling the execution of the Treaty 
of Berlin, no difference of principle any longer 
exists, both sides contend obstinately on all 
matters of detail. if the preliminary Treaty 
of San Stefano was, for obvious reasons, 
a work done in haste and under pres- 
sure, there is no fear of this being the 
case with the Convention which is to take 
its place. Caratheodori Pasha is said to be 
manifesting in the present negotiations a rare 
combination of the traditions of Turkish diplo- 
matic skill with the quick perception character- 
istic of his race, proving himself quite a match 
for his Russian antagonists. As to the details, 
aformula has Urst to be found recording that 
the present Convention is the outcome of the 
Treaty of San Stefano as moditied by the Treaty 
of Berlin. Ihe formula proposed by the Turks 
in opposition to that offered by Russia is that 
the two Governments agree in declaring that 
the Treaty ot Berlin has coniirmed all the clauses 
of the Treaty of San Stefano which have been 
modified, and has taken the piace of all the 
clauses which have been abrogated with a view 
to European interests. It is scarcely necessary 
to point out the radical difference be- 
tween this formula and that of Russia, 
which stated that by the Convention all 
the stipulations of the Treaty of San 
Stefano not modified dy the Treaty of Berlin 
are ratified. Ihe chief objection made to the 
‘Turkish formula refers to the word *confirm- 
ed,“ as implying that the Treaty of San Stefano 
needed confirmation on the part of Europe to 
make it valid, —a supposition which Prince 
Lobanoff thinks Russia’ cannot admit. This, 
he urges, micht in some Manner create a prece- 
dentfor any future separate treaty between 
Turkey and Russia. Some other word is, there- 
fore, it seems, being sought, but has not hith- 
erto been found. 

Another detail which is still the subject of 
dispute relates to the cost of the maintenance 
of Turkish prisoners of war in Russia. Accord- 
ing to the view of the Porte, the cost of this 
ought to be reckoned to Turkey only down to 
the time when the Treaty of San Stefano was 
concluded; while the Russians, on the other 
hand, wish to have it counted down to the rati- 
fication of the Treaty of Berlin. ‘The 
Turks represent that {t was no fault 

theirs if the Ottoman  prison- 
ers of war were not sent back at 
once after the ratification of the Treaty of San 
Stefano in St. Petersburg, as in conformity with 
this treaty they ought to have been. They were, 
they allege, not only ready to receive them, but 
constantly urged their yeturn. The Russians 
support their view by saying that the Turks on 
their side, by refusing to’ surrender the fort- 
resses, especially of Shumla and Varna, were 
the cause of the delay. 

With regard to the war indemnity, the Rus- 
sians have conzented that the rouble should be 
regarded aa the paper ronble; but the question 
at issue is about the rateat which it should be 
counted, which, in view 6f its great depreciation 
since the time when the Treaty of San Stefano 
was concluded, is of con¢#erable moment. Au- 
other difference on this point is that Prince Lo- 
banoff does not seem 10 consider as binding 
the reservations mag in the protocols 
of the Berlin Congress in favor of 
Nhe old creditors of ‘Nuarkey. On the con- 
trary, he claims for whe Russian war in- 
demnuity, as a poiut ust @entioned iu the treaty 
itseif, aud therefore lelthutirely to a separate 
agreement between — 2 Turkey, au en- 
tirely independent settlement. It does not ap- 
pear to be clear whether this nice distinction 
between the binding poder ot the treaty and of 
the protocols was mdorsed by the Russian Gov- 
ernment, or whether it was merely brougat for- 
ward by Prince Lobanoff on his own iuvitiative 
to obtain a more favorable rank for the account 
due to his country. It the former be the case, 
the Russian Government will probabiy find it- 
self alone in this view. 

The differences above mentioned date from the 
time when the negotiatidps Were resumed after 
the pause during ithe Greek New Year’s feast. 
Since that time, however, several days have 
passed, during which the! negotiations are said 
to have still more reduced the number of the 
points of difference. Aby moment, therefore, 
the news may arrive that they have altogether 
disappeared. 

THE AFGHAN WAR. 
Spectal Dispaich to the London Times. 

LAHORE, Jan. 19.—The Khost Valley is set- 
tling down; the inhabitants appear willing to 
accept the situation. Khost presents a good 
strategical position, and: gives an alternative 
route to Afghanistan, via Ghazni. This route 
is open all the year round, but hae not yet been 
properly explored. ) 

Some Mangals have come in, but none of 
much importance.

This reluctance, however, to treat 
with the Ameer is doubtiéss due in part to the 
still greater reluctance to forego the intended 
march on Cabul, and is probably not shared by 
the Indian Government. | 

Ihe most vigorous messures are now being 
taken to make the road through the Khyber 
thoroughly good. What is still more important, 
its future protection will probably be taken out 
of the hauds of the pass tribes, who have hither- 
to becn largely employed, and its entire length 
eontined to our troops. This measure will com- 
mand general approval. (reat disgust and dis- 
satisfaction have been caused by the untrust- 
worthy conduct of the Afridis of the pass. 
who, it is notorious, while taking our 
money, have murdered our followers 
and stopped our convoys. The closing 
up of Gen. Maude’e division has made us strong 
enough to place the whole pass under the direct 
control of our soldiers; and if a general dis- 
armament of the Afridis of the pass is a step 
beyond the power of the Government at this 
mowent, it is very generally hoped that at least 
no armed hostile man will be allowed to snow 
himself in the pass without the chance of a 
voliey from our guards. 

Some anxicty is feit as to provisioning the 
Candahar fortress. Should the war be pro- 
longed through the summer, communication 
between Sukkur and Dadur will be liable to in- 
terruvuion during the months of July, August, 
und September on account of the annual flood- 
ing of the Indus and the swelling of hili streams. 

Ihe mortality among the camels continues 
to be very great, while the field of 
supply becomes, from gradual exbaus- 
tion, daily more limited. ‘he danger of 
attempting to open a new field of supply has 
been seen in the frontier disturbances recorded 
last week. In these circumstances the delay in 
CODS(TUCLIDE a service railway between at least 
Sukkur and dacobabad becomes more regreta- 
ble. Financial considerations seemed at one 
moment to forbid the project, and ti time 
thus lost is perhaps now irreparable. Gen. 
Nott, however, managed to maintain his large 
force at Candabar tor many months chiefly on 
the resources of the country, and as Maj. Sunde- 
man aud the loyal Khau of Khbelat are probably 
not yet at the end of their resources, gloomy 
forebodings are perhaps unnecessary.

The head of the attack seems to be the safest 
place in the colump, while those in the rear 
have to suffer the brunt of the war. This was 
illustrated very well recently when a cavalry- 
reconnoissance was made. The Tenth Hussars, 
with Gen. Macpherson and Gen. Gough, who 
commands the cavairy brigade with this force, 
started after breakfast, and they, went on toa 
Village about twelve miles in advance of this. 
Gen. Gough had previously sent out one of his 
native officers to say they were coming, and, 
when the party arrived, instead of having 
Jezailchis hind rocks and walls to receive 
them, there was a grand feast all ready. 
Sheep had been killed and cooked, bread 
bad been baked, eggs boiled, lots of 
rice had been provided, and the Khan or bead- 
man of the village himself did the honors. 
Omcers and men sat down to an ample repast, 
and came back to camp in the evening, very 
much pleased with the expedition. The condi- 
tion of things on ahead may be contrasted with 
the accounts of what is going on behind. The 
last account is, that three grass-cutters and ong 
sowar have becn killed somewhere between 
Dakka and Lundi Khana. The mountain-bat- 
tery at this place and some of the Fourth 
Ghoorkas were sent back to be started after the 
offenders. The chances of success in such re- 
turn visits are not very hopeful. The gentie- 
men with jezails and long charras who do such 
deeds are lightly equipped and nimble of foot; 
they have also sharp eyes; and with such quali- 
fications they are not likely to be caught. This 
last event does not speak well for the Shin- 
waries with whom Maj.

The Democrats 
from the frontier States, where the fear of 
Mexicans and Sioux is greater than the fear 
of the return of Gen. Grant and his resump- 
tion of the chief command by virtue of his 
office as the President of the United States, 
spoke and worked and voted with the Re- 
publicans this time against reduction below 
25,000 men, and the measure was defea 
by a handsome majority. :

THE DEFEAT OF CONKLING. 

The result of the conflict in the Senate 
over the New York nominations is gratify- 
ing. The necessity of the revenues and the 
necessity of an honest administration of the 
Custom-House alike required this issue of 
The victory, therefore, it in the 
interests of honesty and economy in one of 
the most important departments of the pub- 
lic service. The declarations of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of the Treasury es- 
tablished beyond any question, what had al- 
ready been ascertained by the investigations 
of two committees, that the New York Cus- 
tom-House was a nest of corruption and a 
den of thieves. Its administration was char- 
acterized by fraud, undervaluation, draw- 
backs, blackmail, bribery, smuggling, and 
favoritism. For four or five years past the 
Special Agents have reported irregularities. 
It was shown before the Jay Commission 
that bribes were repeated'y paid to clerks 
and other employes; that the Inspectors re- 
ceived perquisites and gifts for giving vessel- 
owners certain facilities; that the weighers 
exacted irregular fees of merchants for 
furnishing copies of weights; that the 
entry clerks received gratuities. It was 
shown that these frauds and peculations 
were pointed out to the Collector, and that he 
retained the guilty parties in the face of 
them, and even apologized for their conduct. 
It was established that he opened the door 
to frauds by granting free permits for the 
entry of goods which were subject to duty ; 
| that be allowed the statements of importers 
te take the place of the examinations requir- 
ed by law; and that clerks tugaged in mak- 
ing statements of refunds in the charges and 
commissions cases received gratnities for the 
work done by them from the attorneys them- 
selves who were pressing these eases before 
the Courts and Department. It was shown 
by tabular statements that from 1871 to 1878 
the revenues steadily fell off, and the ex- 
penses of the Custom-House just as steadily 
increased. It was shown that Mr. Arraur 
did not give his personal attention to his 
business, and, when called upon to purify 
and reform his office, absolutely refused. 
Notwithstanding repeated warnings, he con- 
tinued to. neglect his business, and ran the 
Custom-House as the partisan headquarters 
of Senator Conxiine and the rendezvous of 
the machine clique, and was not only in- 
imical to making any change, but refused to 
do it in a manner that was insulting. 

Under such circumstances as these, and 
with the proofs clearly before them that the 
New York Custom-House was rotten all 
through, and that there was no hope of a 
purification if these men were forced in, it is 
astonishing that there should have been a 
single vote for ConkKLING and against Mrr- 
RitTt and Burt, unless they deemed them to 
be improper men. There was no evidence of 
this motive, however, in the debate; on the 
other hand, they had before them the positive 
knowledge that things have been changed 
for the better since Merrrrr and Burr 
wentin. What vicious influences have been 
brought to bear upon Republican Senators 
that only fifteen of them could be found with 
courage to vote upon the side of honesty, 
and that twenty-three of them, with all the 
proofs of dishonesty clearly before them, 
voted to restore Anxrnon and Coznzetu—for 
that was the effect of their vote—in the face 
of the irrefutable statements of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of State, the testi- 
mony taken by their own committees, and 
the repeated declarstions of Arruur that he 
would make no change? What estimate do 
they place upon their oaths and their public 
duty? How can they reconcile their votes to 
maintain a nest of corruption, to keep a 
Custom-House as the resort of partisan loaf- 
ers, to perpetuate a monopoly in New ‘ork 
by giving undervaluations to New York im- 
porters, so that they may have the advan- 
tage over all othérs,—how can they recon- 
cile this with their duty, not w the 
Administration, but to the higher responsi- 
bility of public honesty and the public wel- 
fare? How else can they expect the people 
of this country to look upon them except 
that they are so sunk in the mire of politics, 
so lost to the personal dignity of their office, 
and so careless of their duty to the country, 
that they are ready to put all these things 
behind them and minister to the selfish par- 
tisan greed of one Senator by voting to allow 
him to play President, to defy the laws, to 
maintain a gang of defrauders of the rev- 
enue, and to make his personal interests and 
those of his machine clique superior 
to the public revenue? It is time 
for the people to demand a reckon- 
ing of these Senators, who, with all 
the proofs of fraud and dishonesty before 
them, deliberately voted to continue 
a policy under which this Govern- 
ment would ultimately go to pieces. 
We are. astonished to see the names 
of men voting for ConxLove and his corrupt 
machinery whom we had supposed to be 
actuated by motives of personal purity and 
general interest in the public welfare. It 
has always been assumed that the United 
States Senate was so far removed from par- 
tisan influences and from the corruption of 
politics that it act, as 8 body, 
in defense of the welfare; but the 
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spectacle of twenty-three out of thirty icht 
Republican Senators deliberately stultifying 
themselves and conioning the most 
flagrant frauds to satisfy the personal ambi- 
tions of one Senator shows that the corrup- 
tions of politics have begun their disgraceful 
and dangerous work in the highest branch 
of the National Legislature, which has here- 
tofore been looked upon by the people as 
their bulwark of defense when their rights 
were assailed. It will not do for these men 
to plead in extenuation of their offenses that 
this was a local question. The General 
Government needs and depends upon the 
revenues of the New York Custom-House, 
and the people of the whole country ulti- 
mately pay these revenues. It isa national 
question of the greatest importance, 
aud, had Coxxlixo succeeded in carry- 
ing out his partisan designs, the whole 
country would have been injured even more 
in the future than it has been in the past. If 
this question of confirmation had been sub- 
mitted to the people for vote, it would have 
received as many millions as there are 
voters. Outside of a little clique of cor- 
rupt machine partisans, the vote of the 
country would have been solid. The Dem- 
ocratic Senators are entitled to credit for 
what they have done. Not being able to 
control things, they could act from motives 
of abstract right. To this extent they have 
done their duty. The Republican Senators, 
however, who voted in the interests of cor- 
ruption and against the public welfare, have 
made for themselves a record which will 
confront them in the future.

Every person who knowingly receives from a 
Clerk or other officer of a court of the United 
States any money belonging in thw registry of suck 
court, as a deposit, loan, or otherwise, is guiity of 
embezzlement, and shall be punished as proyided 
in the preceding section. 

The punishment provided ig a fine of not 
less than $500, or imprisonntent for not less 


than one year. 

Money to the amount of $5,000 was bor- 
rowed from Marx Kmasaui, Assignee of the 
Mutual Insurance Company, and $2,200 
from James Lone, Assignee of another bank- 
rupt insurance company. The Marx KIx- 
ALL loan, it is alleged, was paid to the late 
How Prrestuiy, a Board-of-Trade broker. 

Judge Buiopeett, after giving in detail the 
reasons of these loans in 1872, and the cir- 
cumstances connected with tuem, adds in 
the reply that he has prepared : 

And deponent further says that the moneys 80 
loaned to him by said KIXBATL and said Lone 
were nc“ on deposit in the registry of the court, 
nor was any part thereof, but said moneys were at 
the times of each of said laans in the pessession of 
said Assignees, Kid ILL and Lone, who were old 
cilizens of the City of Chicago, ef well-known 
business abilities and standing, aud who had re- 
spectively given due security for the discharge of 
their duties as such Assignees, and that respond- 
ent was, during all the time covered by said loans. 
able to return the same on demand. 

‘*Respondent further states that no attempt has 
ever been made by him to conceal or suppress the 
fact of said loaus. That according to his recolilec- 
tion the money was obtained by him on checks 
drawn in the usual course of business under the 
rules of proceeding in bankruptcy, and the trans- 
actions were open Lo the inspection of all who were 
interested in said estate. 

This respondent further chat. with the 
above-named two exceptions, he has nevur borrow- 
ed, or used, directly or indirectly, any funde de- 
longing to any bankrupt estate, and that he has 
never. bad the use of any funds in the registry of 
his court. 


THE ELACK PLAGUE. 

The terror which the appearance of the 
Black Plague has caused in Europe might 
seem to be excessive, were it not that his- 
tory records many instances of dreadful rav- 
ages wrought by a disease similar to this 
one. The plague in London in 1665 carried 
off about 70,000 souls in less than six 
months; and, though English readers are 
most familiar with this event, it is not a soli- 
tary case. In the same year with the Lon- 
don plague 40,000 died in Neapolitan Terri- 
tory. In the fourteenth century, during the 
reign of Epwarp III., there was a plague 
much more general and destructive than the 
one of 1665. This plague was supposed to 
have had its origin in the Far Cathay, in 
1333, though that region was then so re- 
mote that little could have been known 
about it. But at least it was certain that 
the plague came by way of Constantino- 
ple, Florence, Vienna, and Paris to 
London. It was estimated that 60,000 
died in Florence alone, 100,000 in Ven- 
ice, 50,000 in Paris, 60,000 in 
Avignon, and 100,000 in London. The 
plague was known still further back. The 
beginnings of authentic history contain ref- 
erences to it. One thousand years before 
Curist 70,000 persons died of it in a single 
year in Palestine. Rome lost half its popu- 
lation by the plague in 452 B. C., and 10,000 
a hundred years later. It is said that the 
plague spread over the whole known world 
in the third century, and iu the eleventh 
century one-half the known population was 
swept away by it. There is a very recent 
instance of its appearance in Russia previous 
to the present epidemic. It destroyed 
40,000 people at Resth, on the Caspian Sea, in 
1832, and it almost annihilated the Russian 
army which crossed the Balkans in 1828-'29, 

A remarkable feature of he present plague, 
and one that makes it all the more alarming, 
is its rapid spread in spite of cold. The 
germ-theory, in accordance with which most 
epidemics are now explained, assumes that a 
certain moderate temperature is required to 
keep the germs alive, and that excessive cold 
kills them. Yellow fever, for instance, has 
never spread as an epidemic in cold coun- 
tries, and the first severe frost kills the germs 
in warm countries. But this plague is spread- 
ing in midwinter in ove of the coldest coun- 
tries in Europe. It is said to have approached 
within a few miles of Moscow. The mor- 
tality, moreover, is tinusually large. Some 
reports say as high as 75 per cent of all per- 
sons attacked die. This reminds one of the 
story of the great Indian city, containing 
nearly 2,000,000 inhabitants, that was blotted 
out of existence two or three centuries ago 
by a visitation of an epidemic similar in its 
character to the Black Plague. 

There is occasion for all the alarm that 
is felt in Europe in view of this dreadful vis- 
itation. Quarantine regulations have already 
been established by Turkey, Italy, Austria, 
and Germany; and the other nations of Eu- 
rope will unquestionably protect themselves 
in the same manner. The usefulness of 
quarantine is no longer disputed by scientific 
men. No longer ago than last summer it 
saved Galveston and Mobile from yellow 
fever, though both cities had ‘previously suf- 
fered much from it, and were supposed to 
be peculiarly subject to its influences. It is 
probable that a rigid quarantine may stop, 
or at least limit to a comparatively small 
territory, the spread of this other and 


more dreadful pestilence. But it will not 
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do for the authorities of our own country to 
take anything for granted. Though there is 
little apparent danger of the plague reaching 
us, owing to our limited commercial inter- 
course with the infected region, the most 
rigid scrutiny should be exercised over all 
vessels coming from Black-Sea ports, and 
particularly over those which, having sailed 
before the full extent of the epidemic was 
known, may innocently carry the germs of 
the disease in their cargoes. If the Black 
Plague should once be introduced into this 
country, it might make ravages in compari- 
son with which our previous experience of 
yellow fever, cholera, and small-pox would 
be insignificant; and there would be less 
excuse for its passage through quarantine 
since, so far as known, it has never appeared 
here, and is not natural to our soil or climate. 


THE GAS COMPLICATION. 

The relations between the City Govern- 
ment and the gas companies have reached 
ove of those municipal complications which 
seem to be sought by the Common Council 
rather than avoided, and out of this compli- 
cation there must be an escape, if there be 
one, only through some very narrow loop- 
hole, at present not visible to the general 
eye. 

To a proper understanding of this matter, 
certain unchangeable facts must always be 
borne in mind: (1)®The City Council must 
during the first three months of each fiscal 
year (January, February, and March) make 
all the appropriations for the year. (2) The 
expenditures of the year cannot exceed the 
appropriations. (3) Tue contract for gas 
connot exceed the appropriations for one 
year, 

Bearing these facts in mind, the signifi- 
cance of other facts become important. 
The total appropriation made in 1878 for 
gas for the city for the year ending May, 
1879, was $200,000. 

During 1878, and until the 27th of Jan- 
uary, 1879, the City Council and the gas 
companies failed to make any agreement as 
to the price to be paid to the companies for 
gas per thousand, or per lamp, On the 
evening of Jau. 27, 1879, the Cohneil passed 
an order directing the acceptance by the 

ity of the offers by the respective gas com- 
panies, as follows: 
North end South Sides, ver street - lamp 
DOP per. „„ cece „„ „„ „„ 
Otoer gaa, per 1,000 feet. 
West Side, per street-lamp, per year 
Other gas, per 1,000 lee. ‘ 

During the previous year the city had been 
supplied with gas by the companies at $1.65 
and $2 per 1,000 feet. After May 1, 1878, 
the Council proposed to reduce these prices 
to $1.25 per 1,000 feet, and asked, at vari- 
ous times, offers from the companies. 
Finally the Council directed that the com- 
panies be notified to withdraw their gas. In 
December the South Side Gas Company made 
the offer of $21.50 per lamp and the West 
Side Company at $26 per lamp, which offers 
remained unacted on until Jan. 27, when the 
Council accepted them. 

When the Council met on Monday last a 
motion was made to reconsider the vote ac- 
cepting the offersof the gas companies, and it 
was reconsidered; and then the message of the 
Mayor vetoing the acceptance was read. By 
this parliamentary proceeding the order ac- 
cepting the offers of the gas companies was 
relieved from the effect and force of the 
veto. Thus, then, up to this date, nothing 
has been actually decided by the Council as 
to the price to be paid for the gas consumed 
in 1878. 

The Mayor in his message, however, calls 
attention to the fact that the Council cannot 
appropriate in 1878 for a term beyotſd 187 
that the whole appropriation for gas and 
gas-lights for 1878 was $200,000, including 
815,000 for deficiency, repairs $15,000, 
and loss of collections 830,000, leaving 
available only $135,000. The cost of gas 
from May, 1878, to Dec. 31, 1878, at the 
prices the Council proposed to accept, would 
be $170,000, being a cost for gas for eight 
months in excess of the whole appropriation 
for the year, and $35,000 in excess of the 
appropriation available for that purpose. 
This would leave a deficit for twelve months 
of nearly $90,000, for which there is no ap- 
propriation made and no tax levied. 

The Mayor argues that the rates proposed 
to be paid per lamp are largely in excess of 
the rates paid the previous year per 1,000 
feet. He claims that.the rate of $21.50 per 
lamp to one Company, and $26 per lamp to 
the other Company, will amount to about 
$25,000 for the eight months more than if the 
gas consumed was paid for at $1.65 and $2 
per 1,000 feet during the same time. 

The final result of all this is (the Mayor’s 
figures being assumed to be correct), that, 
at the prices agreed upon last week, the 
whole appropriation for the year was ex- 
hausted in eight months, and that there 
would be a deficiency for the whole year cf 
about $80,000. He claims that, there being 
no authority to contract any such indebted- 
ness, the contract to pay it is void, and no 
tay can be levied to make up the excessive 
expenditure. The result of this is, that, for 
the service of gas to the first of the present 
year, the gas companies can only be paid 
the sum of the appropriation, be that what 
it may; that if that sum only equals 
$1.50 per 1,000 feet, that is all the city can 
lawfully pay to the Compar y for the service 
during the fiscal year 1878. 

The service for gas in 1879 must be pro- 
vided for by the appropriation for the year 
1879. The deficiency for 1878 must be set- 
tled in some way, and, as the case now 
stands, can only be settled by the gas com- 
panies accepting in full payment for the gas 
service of that year the exact amount of the 
appropriation epplicable for that purpose. 
The gas bills of 1878 cannot be carried into 
1879, and when the appropriation for 1879 
is exhausted the gas companies must shut 


| off the gas. 


During the year just closed Tux Taiscnx 
repeatediy and continuously sdmonished 
both the Council and the gas companies 
that the delay in fixing a price to be paid for 
gas must ultimately involve both in an un- 
seemly trouble. The Council were highly 
censurable for non-action. The dilatory 
proceedings of that body were due, it is true, 
to a faction, but the responsibility of the 
majority is uone the less. They should not 
have permitted the faction to control 
the action of the Board. The Council 
should understand that their appropnations 
ter gas cannot extend beyond the fiscal year, 
aud hence the total expenditure for gas 
cannot exceed the sum appropriated. They 
know the number of lamp-posts, end can esti- 
mate the additional amount of gas needed. 
It is easy, therefore, to compute how much 
gas a given amount of money will pay for. 
When the Council makes the appropriation, 
the sum of that appropriation necessarily 
limits the price to be paid per lamp or per 
1,000 feet. The Council, therefore, cannot be 
deceived, nor can the gas company. The 
Council must know how many gas-lamps can 
be paid for with the appropriation, and for 
how many months they can be paid for. If 
the appropriation do not equal the demand 


of the gas companies, then the city , 


must make provision for dispensing with gas- 
lights altogether, or for a part of the 
year, or that the number of lamps be re- 
duced. A repetition of the senseless and 
probably expensive policy of not making 4 
contract in advance of the service will be dis- 
graceful to the Council. Let the city now 
fix a price for 1879, and appropriate money 
enough to pay for the service. If the cost 
be too great, then let gas be dispensed with 
in whole or in part; let the number of lights 
be reduced one-half or one-third; but let the 
city take action before it makes its annual 
appropriation, and leave nothing to be deter- 
mined by accident, or blunder, or corrup- 
tion. Any other policy must of necessity 
produce the complicated condition of things 
now existing, and which is certain to lead to 
heavy loss to one party or the other. 


The plague in Russia is makiog such rapid 
progress as to seriously alarm the whole people 
of that vast country, and has wakened up the 
Governments of Eastern and Northern Europe 
to the necessity of strict quarantine regulations 
to prevent its further spread. It now looks as 
if Russia will soon be surrounded by a cordon 
of sanitary precautions which will isolate her 
from the rest of the world as completely as 
Paris was hemmed in by the German army in 
the last war. The result to the United States 
will undoubtedly be beneficial rather than 
otherwise, if we except the remote danger that 
the plague will be brought to this Continent in 
emigrant vessels, We now import little from 
Russia except iron, and that is a substance 
which presents small facilities for carrying the 
germs of an infectious disease. On the 
other hand, the peoples of Western Eu- 
rope will be unwilling to run the 
risk of contagion in bandling and eating 
the articies of consumpticn which have hitherto 
been freely exported by Russia. A stimulated 
demand for the wheat and tallow of the United 
States, and perhaps even for our lumber, may 
be expected, while if the pfague make its ap- 
pearance io the Valley of the Danube the same 
remark wiil apply tocorn. It is probable that 
the recognition of these things as possibilities 
of the near future Was a cause of the increased 
strength exhibited in our produce markets yes- 
terday. Such an advance could scarcely be 
avoided if these possibles should develop into 
the actual,

shipped eastward for consumption; and, as a pas- 
ing adjunct to meat from the suuk butcher,’ they 
will no doubt be gratefully welcomed by British 
housekeepers in search of cheap and nutritiogs”’ 
foud.

Absurd Representations 
ing the Prevalence of Pleuro- 
Pneumonia. 


Reassuring Reports from the 
Treasury Department at 
Washington, 


No Information as to the Diseas 
Existing to Any Extent, 


The Apprehensions of th: Brit.

Groundless. 


WASHINGTON. 
Special Dispatch to The Triduna 

WASHINGTON, U. C., Feb. 4.~The State De 
partment has been in telegraphic commun 
cation with Minister Welsh since Friday last in 
regard to a report circulated in Great Britain of 
the prevalence of pluero-pneumonia among the 
cattle in the United States. The Secretary of 
State caused inquiry to be made, and he foung 
no just ground for suspecting that our catrig 
were infected. All that the Secretary of State 
could find was that in and about Brooklyn cat. 
tle fed on distillery slops were subject to lung 
disease, because the animals were deprived ot 
fresh air, and at the same time were fed on bot 
slops, which made them weak. On further 
inquiry, the Secretary of State found that it was 
reported that some cows in the neighborhood of 
Washington were affected with ple 
nia, and it was perhaps this fact that Jad alarm. 
ed the British Privy Court. 

NO GROUND POR SUSPICION. 

This is all the information the State Depart, 
ment has been able to obtain upon the subject, 
and the British Minister has telegraphed bis 
Government that there does not appear to be 
the slightest ground for suspecting the eattie 
exported from the United States at this time ~ 
Several weeks ago the Veterinary Surgeon of 
the Agricultural Department of the Canadian 
Government visited the suspected localities, 
and also went into Virginia with the view of 
ascertaining if the disease infected the cattle ip 
that State. Returving to Wasbington, be called 
upon the Commissioner of Agriculture and 
informed bim that he believed thas 
the disease did prevail among cattle in the 
neighborhood of Lyachbure, but that it did not 
apoear to be extending. The Commissioner 
adds that he has under considerdtion a bill to 
be submitted to the Senke Committee on Aen.

Mr. J. H. Pope, Minister of Agriculture of 
Canada, has netified our Commissioner of Age 
culture that the Dommion Goveroment is about 
to take measures to prevent the introduction of 
the cattle disease called pleuro-pneumosia fate 
Canada. The Commissioner of Agriculture this 
afternvuon received a dispatch from John By 
Sherman, Superintendent of the Union Stock 
Yards at Chicago, stating that the most im 
portant biow struck atthe interest of Chicago 
and the Northwest are the reports as to the 
cattle disease, adding that these reports afe 
undoubtedly false. Sherman says: “The 
business of the exportation of live-stock 
to Eugland has developed immense broportiuus 
in the last year, and we must not, cannot re 
main quiet and see it destroyed. It is worth 
millions to the couantrx, and affects directly 
every farmer in the Northwest.” Sherman asks 
for a comoiete investigation. 

GEN. LE DUC, 

Commissioner of Agriculture, has replied that 
there is no more reason for the action of the 
British Goverument ip this matter than bas ex- 
isted for a rear past. Pleuro-pneamonis 
has never troubled cattle-breeders of the West, 
the existence of the disease on the Eastern 
coast having no effect on the cattle-raising coun- 
try beyond thejAliegbeuy Mountains. Le Due 
expects that action will soon be taken that will 
remove all excase for the objectionable orders 
of the British Gov-rament. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has issued a 
circular to Collectors of Customs instructing 
them that io no case will live auimais be per- 
mitted to be shipped from their respective ports 
until after inspection with reference to theif

San FRANCISCO, Jan. 30.—The rain has come 
—a perfect deluge. Splendid for the country, 
admirable for the six-bit umbrella vendors, but 
bad for us pedestrians, seeing that the cobble- 
stone streets are full of puddles and pools, mud 
and mire, dampness and dreariness. Why, the 
clouds are gathering again and we shall have 
another storm. Let us take refuge within this 
magnificent granite building, with a facade 
decorated with alternate lavers of light and 
dark colored granite. Beneath its. broad entry- 
way,—crowned by a group of statuary,—under its 
massive pillars of polished granite, behind its 
ebaracteristic plate-glass windows, we shail 
find ample protection from the storm. Nay 
more, we shall have so much to study and ob- 
serve that we shall forget all about the slow 
and rumbling street-cars, the spattering and 
slush, the mud-pies and mendicants we have 
left bebind. Observe as we pass in by the main 


entrance that the flooring is of the finest Minton 


tiles; the walls are ornamented with black and 
gray marble, andto the right are letter-boxes, 
each furnished with an electric bell and speak- 
ing-tube. Ascending the steps of this 
PALACE OF PLUTO, 

yclept the San Francisco Stock and Exchange 
Board, we pass through a pair of handsomeiy 
caryed doors of toa wood, and enter the vesti- 
bule. On one side of us is a committee-room, 
on the other a members’ private room. We go 
straight ahead to the next pair of doors, but 


dere we are stopped by the Sergeant-at-Arms, 


who politely informs up that that entrance is 
for members only. There are dark traditions 
of outsiders having passed through those doors, 
of their having had their hats smashed, their 
watches removed, their faces be-floured, and 
their pockets flied with ice. Let us be thank- 
ful that we are not relegated to the upper 
regions, but are permitted to pass through the 
side doors into an apartment wainscoted with 


- black Belgian marble, above which runs a broad 


paneling of grayish Knoxville marble, over 
which again extends a paneling of elegantly 
carved primavera or white mabogany wood. 


Tis 
THE BOARD-ROOM, 

an irregular cctagon, in the centre of which is 
large oval space, where the shares of some 250 
mining companies are daily traded in, in quan- 
tities yvaryine from five shares to 10,000. The 
Board-room is seventy-seven feet square and 
about forty-seven feet in hight. The half- 
domed ceiling is so perforated as to make the 
ventilation as near perfection as possible. 
Around what your Board-of-Trade men would 
term the pit, are two rows of chairs, eighty- 
fourin number, the arm-rests of which are 
made to lift up and disclose, when opened, 
sacks of that memorandum paper which the 
members are so lavish in throwing at each 
other when no heavier missile isat hand.

For instance, when 
Caller Cot 1; speaking ny interrupting mem- 
ber will be assessed from 25 cents to $5. Again, 
when the caller requests the minutes read, he 
warns members to take their seats by placing 
his foot four consecutive times on the 
pedal of the gong—the old-fashioned 
gavel having been long since dispensed with 
as insufficient to control so riotous an assem- 
blage. Any member who fails instanter to re- 
sume his seat, or who piayfully knocks a fellow 
member’s memorandum book out of bis band, 
or mutHates his stovepipe hat, may reckon with 
perfect security on a $5 fine, and perhaps three 
or four, and sometimes, if a man shows him- 
self recalcitrant, the caller swoops down on him 
with a $50, $100, $1,000, even a 85.000 fine, the 


broker's seat always guaranteeing the fine, and 


the caller's decision being without appeal. All 
this power is vested in the hands of aman not 
quite 40 years of age, and who, for the 
last ten years, bas been annually re- 
elected presiding officer of the Board, with 
a salary of $1,000 a month, an annual vacation 
with salary, and, sometimes too, expenses paid, 
and the immense privilege of not caring a straw 
how much stocks may fluctuate, seeing that to 
him they are forbidden fruit. 
HOWARD COIT’S DUTIES 

begin at 9:30 a.m., when the first half-hour 
intormal session is held, members having the 
right to call up apy stock, precisely the same as 
at2p.m. From 10 to 10:30, from 12 to 12:45, 
from 2:30 fo 3, and from 3:45 to 4:30, members 
do their own trading without any presiding 
officer; indeed, this business is done w the 
Board-room only because it happens to be more 
convenient than on the street. At 11 a. m. begins 
the regular hour session of the day, when the 126 
Washoe to Comstock stocks are all called. Of 
course there are not more than one-third of 
these in which anv trading is done, the remain- 
der being either wildcats or tightly-held stocks 
not for sale. The reading of the record is gen- 
erally called after the chief stocks have been 
gone through with, say about 11:20, and during 
the reading, which takes piace trom the Secre- 
tary’s shorthand notes, any member has the 
right to interrupt if he discover any error in 
the transaction. It should be stated that after 
a stock has been called, the members have to 
report to the calier their purchases and sales,

the transaction,

Although the Secretary reads the record with 
such lightving-like rapidity as to make the 
outside maryel how apy one can distinguish his 
words sufficiently to correct a mistake, yet for 


all that the reading usually occupies from. 
Then the caller’ 


twelve to fifteen minutes. 
goes on with the list, and, knowing beforehand 
what stocks are likely to be traded in, he reads 
off say a dozen together and only pausing on 
reaching that stock for which there is usually 
some demand. Mr. Coit seems to know in- 
tuitively when the trading is about over in 
any particular stock, and forthwith 
sounds the goug by means of 
the pedal, and calis the next stock, the session 
— with a second reading of the record, 
At the 8p. m. session—which in dull times 
rarely lasts its allotted hour—58 Nevada stocks, 
lying outside of the Comstock, are called, fol- 
lowed by 44 California Mining Companies, 3 
Idaho, 2 Utah, 10 Oregon, 4 Arizona, and 4 
Dakota Miving Companies. All of these insti- 
tutions have paid their $1,000 for being listed 
and $100 a year for remaining on the Stock 
Board. Inthis way, with the addition of the 
heavy fines above alluded to, no wonder the 
San Francisco Board was abie to declare a divi- 
dend some time since of $500 per share, aud 
now another of $100 per seat. 


AS FOR THE FINED ONES, 


one would think their incomes from the business 
must be good as an offset to the heavy draft 
on their commissions, but those mulcted are 
usually rather the speculative than the commis- 
sion brokers.

King’s business, and is considered one of the 
best brokers on the Board. That short, dapper,

senior partner iv the firm of Hill & Kilgour. 
The man he is talking with is Mr. Kilgour, and 
theirs is the only firm represented by more than 
one member on the Board. Your Board of 
Trade proposed to banish the 440 clerks from 
the floor; here not merely clerks, but evena 
man’s partners, are prohibited from appearing 
ou the floor unless duly elected members of the 
Board, so that à sick or absent broker has to pay 
commissions to some other member in order to 
bave bis business transacted.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE REMENYI CONCERT. 

The great artists follow closely upon each 
other. Wilhelmj bas hardly gone before 
Remenyi is here, differing from the great Ger- 
man as widely in his school of playing as in his 
physiqne. In fact, the styles of the two men 
might almost be inferred from their persons and 
faces. The audience was a very large one, and 
before he had finished the Otello Fantasie he 
had awakened a degree of enthusiasm which 
before the evening was over becume almost a 
frenzy of excitement. The old saying that com- 
parisons are odious does not apply to a parallel 
between Wilhelmj and Remenyi, for there is no 
quicker or surer way of estimating the latter 
than in a comparison with the former. The two 
men are both great geniuses, and vet are as far 
apart as the poles. Wilhelaj plaved to the head; 
Remenyi to the heart. Wilbeimj’s tone 
was broad and majestic, and full of 
masculine force; Remenyi’s is sweet, delicate, 
and tender. Wilhelmj’s intonations were ab- 
solutely pure; Remenyi sometimes sacrifices 
purity to effect. Wilbelmj had that wonderful 
power which is born of repose; Remenyi has 
that fire and passion which thrill, stir, and fas- 
cinate. Wiihelmj was classic and colossal; 
Kemenyvi is romantic and poetical. There is the 
difference between them that there is between 
Beethoven and Berlioz as composers, or between 
an antique statue and a highly-wrougnt picture 
of the modern French school. Theodore 
Thomas covered the ground very compietely 
when he said that Wilhelm] played to the mu- 
sicians and Remenyi tothe musicians and the 
other people. The duliest listener who might 
hear Wilhelmi unmoved could not help being 
stirred by Remenyi. 

His contrasts are very broad. In the Chopin 
Nocturne and the Schubert Serenade, whicb 
he gave for an encore, andin the first of the 
Paganini Capriccios, which is a slow movement, 
he played with exquisite tenderness, and at 
times witha delicacy almost feminine, produc- 
ing a tone full of sweetness and a peculiarly 
dreamy, fascinating effect. Again, as in the 
Hungarian melodies, the Otello Fantasie, and 
the second Paganini Capriccio, with a fervor, 
fire, and abandon which were irresistible. His 
technique is simply boundless, and equal to 
any emergency. In this respect he is 
the peer of any living player we have 
heard. His art is not as great as 
Wilbelmj’s, because it is never wmajestie 
or grand, but his influence upon ap audience is 
far greater. It is simply electrifying, strangely 
fascinating, and as magnétic as was that of Ru-, 
binstein as compared with Von Buelow. His 
bowing is often ecventric, and there is a gro- 
tesquerie at times in his work that closely ap- 
proaches the sevsational, but there is no oppor- 
tunity to criticise such a player. He sweeps 
criticism and every sort of objection away. A 
man with the temperament of an iceberg might 
perbaps dissect his playing, but unless he is at 
that degree of frigidity he can remember little 
else but the potent spell of the fascination 
which this great player weaves around him 
the exquisite colors, the dazzling brilliancy, and 
the absolute abandon of bis work. 

‘The other artists would have given an ercel- 
lent concert of themselves. Mr. Dulcken 
opened the programme with a ovurree of Bach’s 
and the Boccherini Minuet, and played the ac- 
companiments with admirable taste. Mme. 
Rive-King was greeted with a welcome that 
showed she bad lost none of her hold upon our 
concert-goers during ber absence. She played 
the first movement of the Beethoven C minor 
Concerto, witu the Reinecke cadenza (Mr. 
Dulcken taking the second piano part), in a 
broad and powerful manner, in keeping with 
the dignity of the work, and the Venezia e 
Napoli,” of Liszt, and her own skillful adapta- 
tion of the Haberbier Prelude and Guilmant 
Fugue, he latter with admirable finish and fine 
phrasing. At the close of the concert she was 
presented with an elegant crown of flowers on a 
satin cushion, the gilt of the pupils of Mme. 
Nilssen, the presentation being made by Miss 
Ella Dahl, a little lady bardiv bifger than one 
of the callas on the crown. Mr. Remmertz 
sang the Evening Star“ of Wagner and the 
‘* Wanderer’’ ef Schubert finely, though he was 
not very effective in the Rameaux of Faure, 
which be gave for his first encore. Miss Franklin 
made her debut. She hasa pleasant voice and 
a fair degree of execution, and is not offensive 
iu ber vocalism, say she can scarcely be 
said to domore than fill out the programme. 

Remenyi will play again on Friday evening in 
the Pratt Symphony Concert, and aiso on Satur- 
day afternoon and evening.

HOOLEY’S THEATRE. 

The New York Criterion opened its season on 
Monday evening with a representation of 
Rovertson’s ** Caste,”’ and last night they pre- 
sented Byron’s charming comedy, Our Boys.“ 
The aims and purposes of this combination 
bave been somewhat ambitiously stated in the 
official announcements, but no one will ques- 
tion its purity of intent, or, having seen the 
performances, will deny that there is a sincere 
effort made to fulfill their promise. Mr. F. F. 
Mackay has undertaken the arduous task of 
presenting comedy upon the plan of placing 
every part—even the most insignificant—in 
competent keeping. His theory is that, if we are 
to have combinations it must be some 
compensation to know that we may be 
invited to witness a performance that shall be 
symmetrical, instead of one that suggests the 
figure (of speech) of one calcium light surround- 
ed by anumber of cheap candie lights. How 
far he has succeeded in this praiseworthy ven- 
ture can only be determined by an examination 
of his entire repertory, for such a combination 
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shoula be capable of representing smoothly and 


with more than a ability, not one or two, 
but any, comedy of merit that may fall in their 
Way. The representation of Our Boys” was a 
favorable example by which to judge of their 
intelligence — — ly, and the complete har- 
mouy which the ensemble. To judge 
from this one performance, the Criterion is in 
our opinion a thoroughly disciplined and well- 
compary of competent actors. The 
blay was given with a conscientious attention to 
details which fairly justified the pretensions of 
Mr. Mackay and his coadjutors, and made it 
more than ever a wonder that so bright a 
comedy—one of the best that Byron nad ever 
written—should have met with such a cool re- 
ception everywhere m America. As bas been 
well said, its strength lies in its contrasts, but 
the contrasté are A pee those that do not appeal 
to the humor a republican people. To a 
generation which has been reared in the faith 
that “a man’s a man for a’ that,” 
there seems nothing specially ridic- 
ulous in the appearance of a wealthy 
butterman in a well-furnisbed drawing-room, 
and so we lose the pith and marrow of the fun 
which to an English audience is irresistible. 
his is a question, however, into which it is un- 
ecessary to enter, and we Only allude to it for 
the sake of showing that it is impossible for 
American actors, playing to ao American au- 
dience, to preserve in their rendering of such a 
play, the chief hits in which are essentially 
local, the original flavor. Mr. Mackay’s per- 
sonation of Ferbhyn Miad ewick was as faithful, 
as artistic a piece of acting as we have seen, 
not excepting that of John Owens in the same 
part. He draws a clearly distinct and amus- 
ing portraiture of the retired butterman, 
and makes it very amusing. He bas not 
caught the genuine cockney accent, but lapses 
occasionally into sometbing that has a tang of 
the rlibernian. This is a minor blemish, how- 
ever, ou a performance which is otherwise ad- 
mirable. The two types of youngladyhood 
drawn in the persons of Mary and Vw ei A? rose 
find acceptable representatives in Miss Louisa 
Sylvester and Miss Emma Pierce, while Miss 
Mary Davenport acted well the part of the 
good, prim, kind old maiden aunt. Of the two 
“‘boys,”? Mr. Hopper as Ta b Champney was 
the more acceptable, giving us in his delineation 
a clear insight into the true wabpii- 
ness of character that underlies his 
apparent snobbishness, and he makes a fair 
attempt, and good enough, to imitate the genu- 
ine London drawl. Mr. Roberts was manly and 
straightforward in his expression of the char- 
acter of the younger dd ck, and perbaps 
‘he is correct in his rendering of a part which, 
although evidently not intended to be so, 
becomes the least interesting of the two young 
lovers. A capital bit of comedy portraiture 
was done by Miss Hardner as Belinda, the 
lodging-house slavey. Mr. Egbert’s Sir 
Geoffrey was dclineated with scrupulous 
care, and made a good contrast 
in its ridiculous rigidity to the absurdities of 
the butterman. The best merit of the perform- 
ance, it should be repeated, lies in the evenness 
which characterized all the parts, and it would 
seem ungeuerous to cavil at individual deficien- 
cies when the general effect was so wholesome, 
so desirable, and so well appreciated.

Sr. Pact, Feb. 4.—A fire broke out in the 
Music-Hali Block, corner of Third and Wabasha 
streets, about 5 p. m., starting, it is supposed, 
in a dark wood-room on the second floor, prob- 
ably from a match being lit there during the 
afternoon, The fire spread rapidly, when it 
broke through the upper floor, and the firemen 
found the roof too hot when they reached it.

Heard, James F.O’Brien, & Ellis, and Stone Gor- 
man, lawyers. The upper fluor was rented to a 
musical society, and was divided into a concert- 
hall, dining-hall, and ante- rooms.

On the motion of Mr. Bonfield, Senator White 
was made a member of the Committee on 


Penal and Reformatory Institutions. Senator. 


White is known to be down on the Southern 
Penitentiary steal, and be was placed on this 
Committee for the purpose of enabling him to 
make a speech upon that subject, he having 
visited the spot, and haying obtained some 
important facts pertaining thereto. 

This morning Senator Riddle introduced a 
bill providing that hereafter the Judges as- 
signed to the Appellate Court of the First Dis- 
trict shall be paid by the County of Cook, in 
addition to the salaries which may be pad to 
them from the State Treasury, the same com- 
pensation as that received by the Judges of the 
Superior and Circuit Courts. 

Senator Fuller introduced a biil providing 


that no real estate within this State shal! be sold 


by virtue of any power of sale contained in any 
mortgage, trust-deed, or other conveyance in 
the nature of a mortgage executed after the ef- 
fect of this act. All such instruments are to be 
foreclosed in the manner provided by forc losing 
mortgages containing no power of sale. 
Senator McCiellan introduced a bill providing 
that no damages shall be allowed for the non- 
payment of money on promise, contract, or 
agreement, other than the interest. 
Senator Mayborue introduced another bill, 
this morning, for the establishment of a ard 
of Fish Commissioners; also a bill amending 
Sec. 172 of an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the incorporation of cities and viilages.”’ 
Senator Delaney introduced a bill amending 
the law providing for the relief of disabled 
members of Police and Fire Departments. 
_ Senator Ware introduced a bill amending 
Sec. 89 of an act entitled “An act in 
regard to 


of the Illinois Southern Hospital for the Insane: 
also, a bill exempting property belonging to the 
State charitable institutions from taxation. 
Senator Bent presented a bill to punish tres- 
pass, which is ‘really an act amendatory of the 
Tramp law, and provides that beggars and solic- 
tors of charity may be imprisoned in the State's 
Prison for not more than fifteen months. 
CAUCUS. 

A bobtaiied Senatorial caucus was held this 
morning at the State Capitol for the purpose of 
considering was best to be done concerning the 
confirmation of the appointees of the Governor. 
A half-dozen or more Senators refused to at- 
tend, thinking it scarcely worth while to spend 
their breath on so futile a subject. Nothing 
was accomplished beyond consuming 4 
good deal of time and emitting 
a vast amount of gab. The 
subject will be taken up to-morrow, and the 
nominations will aoubtless be confirmed by the 
Senate, though a sharp fight is anticipated. 
McClellan, Kuykendall, Bent, and Mayborne 
are leading the attack on the Governor. 

7 HOUSE. 

This morning Mr. Grat ger, of McHenry, bre- 
sented a bill relating to Receivers and Assignees 
of savings banks. The first section provides 
that the Receiver or Assignee of any savings 
bank, immediately upon request made to dim 
in writing, signed by any ten depositors of such 
bank of which be shall be the Receiver or As- 
signee, to print and circulate among the de- 
positors of said bank a detailed statement, 
showing all the assets of whatever kind and 
nature, and all promises to pay of like kind and 
nature,—showing, first, when such promises 
were made and arose; second, when the re 
or are due, third, the names of the persons 
making such promises; fourth, the thing to be 
paid, and, if money, the amount? the rate of 
ipterest, if any, and the amount of interest due 
and unpaid thereon, if any; fifth, whether the 
payment of such debt has been extended to any 
time, and, if so, from when, and how many 
times; sixth, a particular description of 
whatever collateral security, or guarantees 
thereof, such bank may haxe, and, if it be that 
of a person, the name of such person. The 
second section provides that such Keceiver or 
Assignee shall be required to print and circu- 
tate such statements not oftener than once in 
four months. 

The third section provides that it shali be the 
duty of any court that has appointed such Re- 
ceiver to remove immediately such Receiver 
upon his failure to comply with this act, and 
anv Assignee failing to comply with this act 
shall beremoved upon the order of anv court of 
competent jurisciction. ‘ 

Mr. Sexton introduced a bill to amend Sec. 3 
of an Act for the relief of disabled members 
of the Police and Fire Departments.“ As the 
law now stands, only one notice is required to 
be given by the Board of Trustees of the Relief 
Fund to the members of the Police or Fire De- 
partments of the assessments against them, 
and, unless payment of the same is made witb- 
in thirty days thereafter, they shall not be en- 
titled to receive any of the benefits of the fund, 
and under the law the notice was given to 
the members at a time when the city 
was indebted to them for four or five 
months’ pay, and thev, not being able to Apare 
the money, and supposing that they could join 
the Association at any time, did not the 
assessment, and, the thirty days having ex- 
pired, they are now unable to join, the ard 
refusing their applications. he bill of Mr. 
Sexton provides that any member of the Police 
and Fire Departments, who is in default as 
above set forth, may join the Association by 
paying all assessments and dues that have ac- 
crued during his membership of the Depart- 
meut. 

The resolution touching the preying for the 
moral welfare of the members, offe by Mr. 
Frebender, was, upon a call of the yeas and 
nays, laidupon the table. The regular system 
of piety was adbered to. 

Mr. Mason subsequently presented a resolution 
reciting that certain charges had been made 
against the County Commissioners of Cook 
County for receiving illegal fees, and directing 
the Committee on Fees and Salaries to investi- 
gate these charges, take the opinion of the At- 
torney-General, and report whether apy action 
is necessary on the part of the Legislature. 

This resoiution caused a fresh outbreak. 

Messrs. Collins and Chase were adaed to the 
judicial Department bythe Speaker. 

The Speaker also announced the following 
named members as the Standing Committee on 
License for the sate of liquors: Messrs. Black 
(Chairman), Scott, Taylor of Winnebagp, Cross- 
thwaite, Abraham, Gregg, Peters, Truesdell, 
Snigg, Provart, and O' Mally. 

During the debate this morning on Hopkins’ 
resolution directing the Attorpey-Géneral to 
prosecute the County Commissiovers of Cook 
County for receiving $5 per day instead of $2.50, 
as the law provides, a great deal of freling was 
manifested, and a little hair-pulling was in- 
dulgedin. Mr. Collins objected to having the 
Attorney-General administer the affairs of Cook 
County, which he claimed ought to be able to 
take care of itself. Of course, Mr. Hopkins 
urged the adoption of the resolution, claiming 
that the law was made by the Legisiature, and 
that it was bound to see it enforced. ‘ 

Mr. Truesdell made a fierce attack on Cook 
County, in which he stated that the seoundrels 
there ought to be ableto take care of them- 
selyes. He, for one, objected to interfering in 
their stealing schemes, and, if they wanted to 
plunder one another, that was their own mat- 
ter, and something with which the State at 
large had no concern. 

Mr. Crooker said that Cook County had a lit- 


to run it themselves witu their own devils. It 
was the duty of the Legislature to make laws, 
and not to prosecute lawsuits, as he understood 
it, and it was the business of Cock County to 
look after its own thieves. 

Mr. Wilsor said that Cook County did its 
share towards paying the Attorncy-General’s 
salary, and had a perfect right to cail upon him 
for his services. There was an honest differen 2e 
of opinion among officials and lawyers as to how 
much these Commissioners were entitled to, and 
he hoped the resolution would be adopted, so 
that the question could be settled. 

A vote being taken, the resolution was lost. 

There was tranquillity in the House after this 
outbreak of passion for perhaps a half hour, 
when the battle was begun again by Mr. Mason, 
who presented a resolution reciting that certain 
charges had been made against the County Com- 
missioners of Cook County for receiving illegal 
pay, and directing the Committee on Fees and 
Salaries to investigate these charges, take the 
opinion of the Attorney-General thereon, and 
report whether any action was necessary oa the 
part of the Legislature. This brouvht Mr. 
Truesdell to his feet, wno made some rather 
heated remarks about Cook County in general, 
and this resolution in particular. He objected to 
the House having its time occupied by the scan- 
dals of Cook County. During his remarks, Mr. 
Mason interrupted the gentleman with some 
pertinent questions, which brought down the 
wrath of the speaker upon his devoted head. 
Mr. Truesdell went on to Say. in substance, 
that Cook County was satisfied with its villains, 
and nobody else ought to object. He had been 
there two vears 8 to investigate ihe 
frauds connected wit the South Park, 
and, instead of receiving assistance from 
the people of Cook County, he 
had been imoeded at every step. They bad 
found nothing upon whieh to report. These 
men who were now so loudiy crying for an in- 
vestigation did not come forward then to the 
aid of that Committee. 

Mr. Snerman toek up the fight for Cook 
County. He said that at least ihe Legislative 
Investigating Committee bad: discovered that 
one of ihe South Park Commissioners had stolen 
nearly $70,000, and that no member of the Com- 
mission had ever allowed that fact to come to 
light. Hesaidit was the sworn duty of the 
members of the Legislatur investigate fraud, 
vindicate the law, and prot@t the people. He 
thought the Investigating Committee two years 
ago had found outa good deal, but they bad 
not found out one-tenth part of what thev might 
have discovered. He believed the gentleman 
from Lee (Truesdell) nad done his duty on that 
occasion honestly and faithfully, and he bad no 
fauit to find with that. The members of this 
House from Cook County two years had not 
been invited to prefer charges against the South 
Park Commissioners, and he was not going to 
allow any one on this floor, or anyjother place, 
to arraigu them tor that. 

Mr. Sherman’s remarks created quite a sen- 
sation io the House. 

Mr. Snieg offered a substitute for Mr. Ma- 

son's resolution, as follows: 

Resoived, That the pext member from Cook 
County who introduces a resolution asking for an 
investigation of any Cook County officiaig sha!) be 
cunveyed feet foremost out of the House by the 
Doorkeeper to the ice-cooler, and there confined 
until he is sufficiently recovered. 

The resolution was not entertained. _ 

Mr. Fosbender moved that the Cook County 
delegation be constituted a standing committee, 
and that all Cook County scandals be referred 
to such Committee for consideration. This mo- 
tion was declared out of order. 

Mr. Hopkins said that Cook County was a 

large county, and — bad a great deal of 
trouble there and n agreat desi of legis- 
lation. He was in favor of the resolution. 
Mr. Collins thought the resolution an insult 
to his constituents, and ought to de voted 
down. He thought Cook County had as large a 
proportion of honest officials as any other 
county in the State. 


Mr. Mason stated that he was opposed to

The yeas and noys 
were demanded on the resolution, and it was 
lost. ,

saine. 

Mr. Jackson presented a bill providing for the 
amendment of the Revised Statues, Sec. 56 
entitled Criminal Jurisprudence,“ that who- 
ever willfully disturbs the peace and quiet of 
any neighborhood or family by loud, unusual 
noises, tumultuous, offensive language, con- 
duct, or other threatening manner, or who 
shall carry concealed weapons to trighten the 
citizens of such neighborhood, shall be fined 
not exceeding $100. 

Mr. Mason presented a bill to incorporate and 
govern burglary, larceny, and robbery insur- 
ance companies in the State. This measure 
provides tor the creation and maintenance of 
insurance companies on personal property 
against loss or damage by the above-named 
crimes. The capital stock of any such company 
shall not be less than $150,000, paid in cash, and 
the loss on any risk shall not exceed 10 per cent 
of its paid-up capital, and no company organ- 
ized under this act shall directly or indirectly 
engage in selling any goods, wares, merchan- 
dise, or other commodities, excepting articles 
Wien may bave been insured by such company, 
and by it recovered after having been stolen, 
and the insurance paid xXhereon. Provis- 
ion also is made dy this bill for in- 
vesting its capital, ete., in the course of 
its business in bonds or mortgages on improved, 
unincumbered real estate in the State of IIli- 
nois, worth at least 50 per cent more than the 
sum ivaned thereon; also, in the stocks of) this 
State, or Treastiry notes or bonds of the United 
States: also bank stock of National banks: 
also, in the stocks and bonds of any 
county or incorporated city in the State author- 
ized to be issued by the Legislature, and to 
loan the same, as provided above. Any surplus 
above the capital stock may be loaned upon the 
pledge of the public stocks, bonds, or other evi- 
dence of indebtedness of any solvent, dividend- 
paving institution, excepting their own stock. 
Further provisions of the bill make it 
necessary that at no time shail the current mar- 
ket value of such stocks, bonds, and other evi- 
dence of indebtedness be less than 10 per cent 
more than the sum loaned thereon. The officers 
of the Company are required to verify under 
oath thé bona fide property of the Company. It 
would seem, from the safeguards thrown around 
these companies, and the manner in which they are 
hedged by wholesome laws under the guardian- 
ship of the Auditor of Puble Accounts and At- 
torvey-General, that no such transactions and 
losses can possibly occur. as have befallen 
the Protection and many other companies 
now defunct and in liquidation. ‘The bill seems. 
to be carefully and abiy drawn, and will likely 
meet a long-continuing and greatly-needed want 
in the matter of insurance against the thing 
cow plained of hitherto. 

Mr. Mathews introduced a bill providing for 
making quarterly reports on the tirst Monday in 
January, April, July, and October annually, by 
the President, Cashier, or Secretary of any 
bank, savings institution, loan and trust com- 
pany, or corporation, under oath, as well also 
by a majority of the Directors thereof. The 
principal leading features of the bill are 
to secure the depositors against loss and 
the almost universal calamitous experience of 
the depositors made monuevless and homeless 
by the conduct of these institutions all over the 
country. Inis bill seems, in a commendable 
decree, to care for and prevent the widespread 
evil heretofore experienced by the too credulous 
and confiding depositors. 

By Mr. Milcham, to amend an act of May 14, 
1878, for the protection of passengers on steam- 
boats and railroads by giving police power to 
the Captains and conductors thereof; also to 
prevent gambling or any other practice detri- 
mental to the morals, health, quiet, peace, 
safety, and comfort of the traveling public on 
such railroads and steamboats. | 

By Mr. Mack, an act to amend Chap. 56, of 
the statutes touching the freé, unobstructed 
passage of the finny tribe in all the waters of 
the State, and, in all fair and needed ways to 
promote the culture and freedom of the game 
from pérsonus intent in their capture by neis, 
seines, aud other measures of aliuring the same 
into slippery nets and upon barbed hooks. 

Mr. Mack also presented another bill amend- 
ing Secs. 44 and 49, Chap. 53, of the Kevised 
Statutes of 1874, respecting the fees and salaries 
of Grand and Petit Jurors, including attendance 
upon the County Courts in probate business, 
and paying therefor per day, for each, $1.50 per 
diem, and five cents a mile each way. There are 
three exceptions in the bill. 

By Mr. Morrison, in regard to practice in 
courts of record, that incorporated companies 
may be served with process dy leaving a copy 
of the notice with the President, clerk, Secre- 
tary, etc., and, in case none of them can be 
found in the county, then to serve the same by 
publication, by mail, or in the same manner as 
is provided in the act to regulate practice in 
courts of chancery, and equally applicable to 
the processes and service in chancery cases, as 
well as at law. 

By Mr. Neff, to amend Sec. 2 of the act estab- 
lishing Appellate Courts June 2, 1877, by 
changing the time of holding courts in the 
several districts, pamely, at Chicago, in Cook 
County, the first Tuesdays in March and Oc- 
tober of each year; in the Second District, at 
Ottawa, on the third Tuesdays of June and 
December; in the Third District, at Springfield, 
on the third Tuesdays of May and November in 
each year; and in the Fourth District, at Mount 
Vernon, on the first Tuesdays in February and 
July in each year. 

Mr.,Ottman presented a bill amending the 
laws for the better protection of persons against 
the safe and use of intoxicating liquors, the use 
of buildings for dram-shops, und the punish- 
ment of persons for knowingly selling or giving 
to minors or drunken persons liquors, and pro- 
viding for suits and the proper penalties to the 
guilty parties and violators of the provisions of

IN THE RAILROAD COMMITTEE 


to-day several very interesting bills came up. 
A bill introduced by Neal, tor the adoption of 
a uniform system oi signals by the railroads of 
the State, was fully discussed, and was sent 
back to the House with a recommendation that 
it do not pass. 

The same recommendation was made in re- 
gard to the resolution of Taylor, of Cook, re- 
quiring railroad companies tu erect an iron rail- 
ing on top of each freigut-car for the protection 
of brakemen. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Granger to regu- 
late sleeping-cars in their charges also came up, 
and was irecly discussed, but action on tie 
same was postponed until the next meeting. 
In the meantime, Chairman Thompson was di- 
rected to ask the opinion of Attorney-General 
Edsall! in relation to the rights of the Legisla- 
ture to regulate the same. 

The bill introduced by Secrist, amending the 
Railroad-Stock law so that railroad companies 
will be compelled to fence in that part of towns 
not laid out in blocks and lots, was sent back to 
the House with the recommendation thatit do 
pass. : 

THE MILITIA. 


The Sub-Committee on Military Affairs have 
prepared the following report, which was adopt- 
ed by the entire Committee, and will be reported 
to the House to-morrow morning: 

Your Committee, to which was referred so much 
of the resolution introduced by Mr. Hinckley as 
relates to the present necessity of a State military 
organization, reapectfuily submit that they have 
careiuily considered the subject. and report that 
the necessity of an Organized militia in this State 
cannot be considered as an open question, since the 
people have ordained and ceciared in the funda- 
mental law, the Constitution of 1870, such necessity 
to exist, and in that solemn instrument have cast 
upon the General Assembly the duty and ovliga- 
tion of providing for the organization, equipment, 
and discipline thereof. This provision of toe fun- 
damental law of the Commonweaita rests upon the 
very nature of the Government itself, and the 
recognized obligation of the State to protect the 
person and properiy of the citizen. In the ligut 
of the events of the lasttwo yeare, and with that 
experience 80 fresh in the minds of every 
member of this Committee, we-find ourselves 
compelled to recognize the wisdom which 
provides the State with a citizen-soldiery 
in that hour of its urgent need, nor can your Com- 
mittee find anv pleasure in contemplating the 
possible loss of life and destruction of property 
which, in the absence of the State militia, might 
have resulted from the conditions then existing. 
Without such an organization there would have 
been presented the strange and shameful! spectacle 
of an armed mob defying wholesome lass, over- 
awing civil authority, interrupting the inaustries 
of a great State. destroying commerce and trade, 
forcioly preventing the transportation of the 
United States mail, in short, paralyzing 
the energies and industries of the 
whole State, while the Executive charged with 
tne enforcement of the laws and required to see 
that the State take no harm, would have been pow- 
erless to prevent. Inthe judgment of your Com- 
mittee. a well organized, equipped, and disciplined 
State militiais not only desirable, but is an abso- 
lute necessity to the State, which we, as represent- 
atives of the peovie, cannot safely ignore. Im- 
pressed as we are with the necessity of an econom- 
ical administration of public affairs. we vet believe 
that the public welfare imperatively demands the 
continued existence of a wise and considered 
militia law.

Maptson, Wis., Feb. 4.— To-dav being the last 
day for the introduction of new business, a 
large number of bills were introduced in both 
Houses.

Senator Sacket s resolution, providing 
for a committee to investigate the affairs of the 
Wisconsin Railroad Farm Mortgage Land Com- 
pany, came up and was adopted. Senators 
Sacket, Welch, and Wolf were appointed as 
such Committee. Joint resolution No. 4, pro- 
viding for the distribution of the Kevised Stat- 
utes among State officials, came up. On suo- 
tion of Senator Rankin, the resolution was laid 
over till to-morrow. Senator Burrows intro- 
duced the following joint resolution, which was 
passed under suspension of the rules: 

Resolved, That a committee of three on the part 
of the Senate and five on the part of the Assembly 
be appointed to take into consideration and report 
to their respective Houses what action, if au, is 
proper and necessary to take in view of the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, this day made, in the 
case of Plummer vs. The Supervisors of Marathon 
County et al., and they are authorized to report by 
bill or otherwise. 

Among the bills introduced in the Assembly 
was one to lay out and establish a State read 
from Chippewa Falls to Colby; authortiz ng pat- 
ents to deveased persons in certain cases; pro- 
viding for the incurable insane of the State; to 
aid the North Wisconsin Railroad; and to facili- 
tate the execution of grants of laudsto rail- 
ways. Both Houses have sessions to-night. 

The evening session war occupied by the in- 
troduction of deadhead bills, some one hundred 
being introduced iu both Houses. 

In the Senate: Appoinung a Committee to 
investigate as to the number of clerks em- 
ployed in the various departments of the State 
Capitol, and to report if a reduction is pot nec- 
essary. 

The Committee on Charitable and Penal 
Iustitutioas made a report against the accept- 
ance of Gov. Washburn’s gift of “*Edgewood”’ 
for a Charitabie School for Girls, on the ground 
that it would be bad policy ou the part of the 
State to foster an iustitution of this character. 
The Committee, at its session this afternoon, 
voted to reduce the salaries of ali officers and 
emploves of the Wisconsin and Northern Insane 
Asylum 10 per cent, and also voted to report all 
charitable appropriations favorably. 

MILWAUKEE, Feb. 4.—The Supreme Court, at 
Madison, this morning affirmed the dectsiou of 
the lower court declaring the present system of 
assessment for taxation under the law passed 
last winter to be unconstitutional.

MASSACHUSETTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Trib; - 

Boston, Feb. 4.—Gov. Taibot sent the follow- 
ing message to the House of Representatives 
this afternoon: 

‘* Representations have been made to me that 
au important interest of Massachusetts is in 
imminent peril. It is alleged by parties con- 
versaut with the business, and entitled to iull 
credence, thatthe longer continuance of the 
provisions of the treaty with Great Britain 
permitting the free importation of fish from the 
provinces will be most disastreus to the fishing 
interest, and that the permaneut maintenance of 
this policy willinsure its complete destruction. 
This would involve the decay of our 
fishing ports, and the loss of millions 
of capital, and drive from their occupation 
thousands of deserving citizens. Massachusetts 
cannot look with indifference on the impending 
ruin of aciass of people to whom, in common 
with the whole nation, sue receives so much of 
ber property. This class bas been the nursery 
of the opavvy of the Union. It 
has manned our mercantile marine. Its prompt 
courage and patriotism, exhibited both ou laud 
and sea in cvery national exigency, bave oaly 
been equaled by its industry and enterorise in 
peace. I deem it, therefore, a duty, which I must 
not omit, to suggest to the Legisiawre the 
expediency of interposing the whule iufluence 
oi the State to secure an exhaustive investiga- 
tion of the entire question, and, if the existing 
apprehensions shall prove well founded, of call- 
ing formally upon our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress, to use every honorable effort 
to avert the anticipated evil.“

COLORADO. 

Denver, Col., Feb. 4.— The State Legislature 
has passed unanimously, and Gov. Pitkin has 
signed, @ memorial to Congress protesting 
against the change in the system of land sur- 
veys proposed by the National Academy of 
Sciences. ‘Lhe memorial sets forth the peculiar 
hardship which the change would work to 
miners especially, and the people generally, and 
concludes with a summary of the difficulties 
which would attend the transaction of business 
at Washington instead of at local survey offices, 
all of which would be abolished by the proposed 
new system.

IOWA RAILROAD MATTERS. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Des Mores, Ia., Feb. 3.—It is reported that 
that Sioux City & Pacific will complete its road 
from Missouri Valley to Council Bluffs, in order 
to make an independent connection with the 
other Iowa trunk roads. The distance is twenty 
miles. A short time ago arrangements were 
made for a through St. Paul train to the Bluffs 
over the Sioux City & St. Paul, Sioux City & 
Pacific, and the Chicago & Northwestern, the 
latter owning the last twenty miles, but the 
plan was recently abandoned owing to exacting 
rentals. Now that the St. Louis short line to 
Council Bluffs is an assured fact, the induce- 
mount for the Sioux City & Pacific to fill up this 
yap of twenty miles with its own track is very 
strong. as it would then be in condition to make 
unbroken connection between St. Paul and St. 
Louis. It is plain to be seen this wouid be an 
important line, and would draw largely from 
traffic which now goes to Chicago. 

Clarinda, in Page County, is bound to have a 
railroad southward. It has made a desperate 
effort to get the new St. Louis short line to 
come that way, and vow another project comes 
to the froot, to wit.: the Nodaway Valle, nar- 
row-gauge road, from St. Joe, Mo., via Savan- 
nah, Fillmore, Graham, aod Quitman. It is 
proposed gp adopt the old abandoned road-bed 
of Platte County Road, which is in a very good 
condition, and extends through Andrew Coub- 
ty to the Nodaway River, above Fillmore. From 
the latter pot the Nodaway bottoms give a 
natural grade fifty miles to Clarinda. 

The townships in Buchanan County are voting 
oa a3 per cent tax to aid the Chicago, Iowa & 
Nebraska narrow-gauge. Jefferson last week 
gave the tax a large majority to be paid provid- 
ed the road reaches the Village of Brandon in 
November of next year. 

The Engineer Corps of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy have reached St. Joe in their 
survey of the extension of the Leon branch of 
that road from Chariton to St. Joe. With the

The necessary funds have been raised to 
secure the building of the Missouri, lowa & 
Nebraska Road to Corydon, in Wayne County, 
during the next few months. 

Ihe Union Pacific has provided at Council 
Bluffs, near the depot, a large house for the use 
of emigrants. It is proviaed wito a kitchen, 
sieeping-rooms, Wasbiog-rooms, aud dressing- 
rooms, where emigrants going west can mak: 
themselves comfortable at alittie orno ex- 
pense until they can se!ect lands or make other 
arrangements for the :uture. The Land De- 
partment of that road has its office in the build- 
ing, and the whole is in charge of agents of the 
Compaovr, so that emigrants may be protected 
from imposition and trouble. 

The other day a farmer attempted to cross 
the track of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Road between Chariton and Russell with a sled- 
load of corn ahead of a passenger-train which 
was climbing over the rails ke the wind. 
When the soft-iron sled-runvers struck the 
stec! rails, the weather being cold, there 
was a dead-lock. ‘The farmer cast bis eye 
toward the train, suddenly reached forward, 
pulled the pin whicno tastened the double- 
tree to the sled, bit the horses a 
vigorous blow, and leaped himseif. Scarce 
uad they got clear of the vehicle when the air 
was filled with bob-sleds and corn, aud about 
forty acres were thoroughly planted. The en- 
gine struck the sled squarely midshio, sending 
it skyward, with oo damage to the engine. 

The Chicago. Milwaukee & St. Paul man- 
agers have instructed their ageuts to sell no 
land along their land-grant extension from 
Magona for saloon puryoses, and the reserva- 
tion is to be made perpetual.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT AND PAS- 
SENGER BUSINESS. 

The managers of the roads leaving East 
meet at the Grand Pacific Hotel to-dav to take 
some action regarding the East-bound freight 
and passenger troubles. An effort will un- 
doubtedly be made to give up the East-bound 
pooling scheme and devise some other plan .by 
which the rates can be maintained. The roads 
from St. Louis and other Western points wulch 
have been working under the pooling aurrange- 
ment are evidently satistied that the scheme wil! 
not work. this is proven dy the fact wat an 
ollicial of a leading St. Louis road has prepared 
the foilowing resolution for presentation to the 
meeting to-day: 

WHeEReAs, The measures devised by the advisory 
bodies of executive officers for the maintenance of 
ra‘esand eqaitapie distribution of tonnage have 
either wholly failed or have been only partially 
successful in achieving the ends in view. 

Lesolved, That the question of adjusting and 
maintaining rates for transportation be remitted to 
tne General Freight Agents of the roads in interest 
to be dealt with as a business problem essentially 
germane to their office. : 

This resolution if adopted would undoubtea- 
lv bring about amore harmonious feeling be- 
tween the various roads, and most of the trou- 
bles from which the business is now suffering 
would be overcome. The greatest cause of the 
present disturbance in regard to the freight and 
passenger business is the fact that the direction 
of the business has been assumed wholly by the 
General Managers, most of whom know but lit- 
tle about freight or passenger problems, while the 
General Freut und General Ticket and Pas- 
senger Agents, who have thoroughly studied the 
business and Know all about its wants and en- 
tanglements, are not consulted at all. They 
have simply to carry out the instructions of 
their superiors, withouk being allowed to ask 
why and wherefore. The sooner they are given 
full control of their respective departments 
the better it will be for the welfare of the rouds.

THE COMMISSIONERS.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 4.—The Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners met this afternoon.

The Hon. 0. H. Platt.

Lyons, Ia., Feb. 3.—The Hon O. H. Piatt, the 
newly-elected Senatorof Connecticut, isa native 
of Washington, in that State. Asa lad he was 
uuiversally beloved and esteemed for his fine 
scholarship, correct deportment, and winning 
manners, and was a leader in the school-room 
and on the play-ground. After leaving the dis- 
trict school he was for some years under the in- 
struction of F. W. Guon, of his native town, 
the ** War Bird“ of Arthur Bounecastle, From 
there he accepted the position of Principal of 
the Academy of Towanda, Pa., which he retain- 
ed for a few years, and returned to his native 
State to enter the law school at Yale, uoder the 
instruction of his maternal uncle, the Hon. 
Samuel J. Hitchcock, who was at the head of 
that institution, where he attained a thorough 
education. He soon after opened an office in 
the then rapidly-growing City of Meriden, 
Conn., where he has since resided, honored and 
esteemed wherever known. He has held posi- 
tions of honor and trust in his native State as 
Secretary of State and member of Legislatures. 
For two years past he bas held the office of 
State’s-Attornevy of New Haven County, a com- 
peer of Ingersoll, Harrison, and Baldwin, ot that 
circuit. 

An interesting incident occurred in relation to 
Mr. Platt and the present Governor of Peunsyl- 
vania, H. M. Hoyt. A quarter of a century or 
more ago, Mr. Platt became successor to Mr.

Chicago?

CuicaGo, Feb. 4.—Before the end of the pres- 
ent year New York City will bave four separate 
elevated railroad lincs,—two on the west side, 
two on the east side of the city, runving re- 
spectively on Ninth, Sixth, and Third and Sec- 
ond avenues, starting from or near the Battery 
on the southern extremity of Manhattan Isiand, 
and going north a distance of eight, ten, and 
more miles. 

The elevated railroad is a fixed fact, and on 
the solid iron structure from the Battery to the 
Harlem River, a distance of eight miles, every 
two and a half minutes à train of three cars of 
forty-eight feet each and locomotive dashes 
along Third avenue, much to the delight and 
comfort of the inbabitants of the upper part of 
the city, of the merry skaters who crowd the 
lakes in Central Park, or the visitors, who in 
sultry days will seek its shady groves and re- 
fresbing air. 

A short time of six months has proved the 
success Of this great enterprise in 80 over- 
whelming a way that the speedy erection and 
continuation of the other lines has become a

necessity, as the trains on Third avenue are 
Olten imconveniently overerowced.,

roal Company. which a year ago could be 
bought tor a song, are sold now at 140,—that is 
to say, With a premium 01 40 per cent; und the

The real estate in the upper part of the city, 
and in the vicinity of the roads, which a year 
ago was nearly unsalable, has nearly doubled in 
value. and, as if by magic, whole rows of 
houses are going up where a short time ago no 
trace of improvements could be found. It is 
predicted that about 3,000 houses will be built 
during the present vearin the district men- 
tioned: the New York //erad afew weeks ago 
printed a list of 480 nearly finished; and a great 
many people who of late Fears left 
New York and settled in the villages ot 
New Jersey and suburve of brooklyn, driven 
away by bigh rents and vexatious delay in reach- 
ing the upper part of New York City, are re- 
turning now, and the ipcrease in population, it 
is estimated, will reach at least 100, 000 during 
1879. 

Such are the undeniable facts and consequen- 
ces of this great undertaking, ud therefore the 
question, Will an elevated railroad be desirabie 
for Chicago! snould command at least an 
earnest consideration. 

Chicago, twenty years ago, had a population 
of about 90,CU0; it counts now about 500,000; 
will it be impossible that twenty ears bence its 
inhabitants will number a million: 

Chicago, like New York, is a city of distancer, 
but unlike Manhatian Isiand, whereupon New 
York City is built, 1 expands in al! directions. 

Meavwhile the peculiar formation of Man- 
hattan Island, from eight to iifteen miles long 
and only one to two miles Wide, forces ali the 
elevated railroads to run south and north, a 
Chicago elevated raijroad would have to send 
its branches and ramifications tn all directions. 

Taking a map of the city in bari, ope branch 
may go down south to Ilvde Park and South 
Side Park, sendivg up a line to the Stovk-Yards, 
crossing the canal over to the West Side, send- 
ing spurs out southwest and nortidwest, per- 
haps to Harlem, and unitiug in a main line 
running east up to South Chicago River. From 
the West Side, crossing over to the North Chi- 
cago River to the North Side, running porta 
perhaps to Lake View, aud going south again 
to the Chicago River main brauch. Truly this 
enterprise would be a great one, and woud cost 
money, but, in view of the experience gained 
and facts established in New York, I should sav 
it deserves an carnest attention.

The Desplaines Street Lodging-House, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CIA. Feb. 4.—Durivg the past few days 
there have been several items in your paper in 
regard to the Desplaines street lodging-bouse. 
I hope you will therefore allow me to give my 
views of this most noble work, started and car- 
ried on by Mr. Baker (of the firm of Murray & 
Baker) and several other Christian workers. 
In the first place, the mission work and Gospel 
meetings were started nearly two years ago, 
and bave been very successful, being iustru- 
mental in saving manv souls, reforming many 
drunkards, and of taking tood ior both body 
and soul into many a destitute home in the 
neighborhood. It has been, and still is, the de- 
sire of Mr. Baker that ell shal! bear the Gospel 
preached, and, with this thought uppermost in 
bis mind, he opened the lodging-house, think- 
ing by this means the meu couid be persuaded 
to attend the meetings, and mapy could be 
saved and led int» different paths of life. The 
desire of his hett has been more than fulfilled, 
as any can understand who will attend one of 
these meetings, which are held every niant, and 
see with what eagerness the throng listens to 
the words of truth which are read and spoken 
by Christian people who take an interest 
in the present and future welfare of 
these unfortanate men. Many lave been 
saved from drunkenness and crime 
and have been found employment, and their 
testimouies of what the mission has been lastru- 
mental in doing for them can be heard any 
night, for, wherein past dave they would spend 
their time and money in some drinking hell or 
den of sin, they now long for the hour to come 
that they may come to the house of God to 
thank Hiin for their deliverance, and meet with 
those who extended the hand of friendship 
when they were in the lowest depths of devrra- 
dation. it seems to me if there were nothing 
beyond the love and gratitude we Know they 
have for us, and the knowledve that they are 
saved from such wretcbedvess and misery here, 
we would be more than paid for the hours of 
labor we have with them; but the Savior says: 
‘* Inasmucb as ve did it unto one of the least of 
these, my brethren, ye did it unto Me.” We 
ud in our work that the harvest is ripe, but 
the laborers few. ° 

1 have no doubt but what the names of many 
rum-sellers were on the petition for the sup- 
pression of the lodging-house, or, if that was 
too bold a thing for them to do, they used their 
influence to have others sign it, and now, since 
Mr. D’ Wolf has visited the institution and finds 
nocause for complaint, they are trving to ad- 
vance the idea that it is not sale for a woman 
to walk on that side of the street, 
even in daylight, for fear of being 
insulted by some of the lodging-house men, 
as they call them. How strane that these nice 
people find so much fault with an institution 
like this, when the aim is to benefit men in body 
and soul, and yet within a stone’s throw of tuns 
lodging-house, either way, there are at least a 
dozen of the lowest drinking-saloons and dens 
of vice in this city,—-places where these poor 
unfortunates are’brought to what they are, 
robbed of every cent they have, and then turned 
out upon the street to perish with cold: and 
vet we hear no complaint of it being unsafe for 
a woman to pass these dens! Oh! how incon- 
sistent, bow blind; how overcareful some people 
are! 

Well, Mr. Editor, I am a woman, and one 
greatly interested jin the mission and in every 
branch of its work, and as 1 live a long distance 
out on the West Side, lam often unable to be 
at the meeting When it begins, and sometimes 
do not get there until the second meeting, 
which is about 9 o’clock. I get off the car at 
the corner, and walk to the mission alone, and 
have never yet been molested in any way, shape, 
or manner. Itisavery common thing for me 
to speak to three or four of these fellows, and 
invite them into ge meetings, they not knorr 
ing who lam. We have also started in counee- 
tion with the mission a restaurant, where meals 
are served at five, ten, and filteen cents, to 
those who are empioved, and furnish the de- 
serving uuemploved free. 

We cordially invite ‘he public to visit the 
mission in al! its departments, and see for them- 
selves the kind of work that is being done.
